“One name only in your ‘Roll Call 
of the Old Guard’ brought memor- 
ies of my days at A. C. 


“T arrived about two weeks late in 
the fall of 1883 and was assigned to 
a double desk with a boy of my own 
age named Clifford. He hailed from 
Chicago, but was fresh from Ireland 
where he had studied in the common 
schools. 


“L was assigned to Fr. Mungov- 
an's geometry class which was well 
under way. I despaired of ever 
catching up. Young Clifford took 
me in hand and in a short time I 
was up to date and happy. 


“In those days the use of tobacco 
was prohibited but about 75% of 
the students indulged in the luxury 
of chewing. Clifford was one of 
these. While others were anxious 
lest they be detected he was always 
serene because when in danger he 
swallowed his cud without after- 
math.

W* did not always have a rink for 
skating and hockey. In fact, 
hockey was unknown and from per- 
sonal experience, I knew nothing of 
it until I went to Toronto where the 
sport was thriving. 


The Old Brickpond 


But we skated. There was plenty 
of ice in the neighbourhood and it 
was freely used by the whole skat- 
ing population. My first venture in 
skating in Sandwich was on the 
brickpond. It was a sizeable body 
of ice in good condition. One felt 
like tearing loose with freedom and 
abandon, especially if the only’ op- 
portunity for skating had been the 
wayside ditch. Yes, it was an ap- 
portunity not to be neglected. 

Our next and more extensive field 
of operation was the bay. Oh boy! 
What a paradise for skaters. Miles 
long and half a mile wide, it just 
invited the devotee. The holiday 
afternoons, Tuesday and Thursday 
in 1888-89 found us there just revel- 
ling and oh, how tardily we dragged 
our weary steps home. We needed 
no one to sing lullabys to us those 
nights. 

Frequently, at noon hour, we 
skated at the foot of Huron Line as 
at times circumstances were favor- 
able for a short skate. 

It is strange that in all the years 

.we went abroad, there was no 
mishap. 
- Built Rink On Campus 


About the turn of the century, 
Father Mungovan undertook to in- 
stal a rink on the campus. He had 
a patch of 100 feet square and six 
inches deep excavated. It worked 
fairly well but we had to depend on 
the January thaw to flood it. Some- 
times it did not work very well. The 
result was that the pond was neg- 
lected and became a sort of bog out 
of which we had to fish baseballs in 
the spring. The pond was filled up 
when they excavated the basements 
for the new halls and gym. 

Since then, the rinks are formed 
by. the simple process of ploughing 
a trench and setting boards for 
hockey. It is a lively place when in 
action. Even the neighbors enjoy 
our efforts to provide ice for their

ERETOFORE we have been 
passing out bouquets to the 
living; now it is time to place a few 
wreaths on the graves of the dead. 
Winning Personality 

Peter McKeon came to Assump- 
tion about 1884. He was an out- 
standing character in college life. 
He had a winning personality that 
seemed to dominate the student 
body of Assumption in those days. 
The small boys gathered around 
him as if drawn by a magnet. The 
larger boys had the greatest respect 
for a genial, affable, lovable per- 
sonality. He was a man’s man; in 
no feature of college life did he 
seem to lack anything from the 
characteristics that go to make up 
aman and a gentleman in all times 
and places. 

In athletic circles he was an out- 
standing baseball player; he is still 
spoken of as the leading third base- 
man of Assumption’s famous teams. 
In the sodality and literary societies 
he played a very influential part. 
The college recognized his superior- 
ity, and invited him to take a place 
on the staff. 

_ In due time he went to the sem- 

inary at Montreal and was ordained 

for the London diocese about 1894. 

Among the diocesan clergy his 

splendid personality and genius for 

organization were soon recognized. 
Pastor In London 

For many years he labored in 
London, both at the Cathedral and 
at St. Mary’s, and finally at St. Mar- 
tin’s Church. Although much of 
his work was taken up with the 
material side of parish life, he had a 
special talent for directing boys to 
college with a view to the priest- 
hood. He influenced his friends to 
contribute to the expense incurred 
by many boys whose parents were 
unable to meet the situation. At 
one time he had as many as twenty 
students at Assumption, many of 
whom became priests. Such work 
He was 

elevated to the rank of Monsignor 
in 1919, much to the joy of his 
~—~parishioners and friends. Although 
beset by physical ailments, he car- 
ried on his work, completely sacri- 
ficing himself for the welfare of 
others. 

Besides the work of directing boys 
to college, he had a special talent

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The Refectory 
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By Rev. Charles Collins, C.S.B. 
AVE you ever heard the roar of 
a tornado? Have you ever 
listened to Niagara Falls plunging 
madly over the brink to the rocks 
below? Have you ever heard a train 
rushing over your head as you took 
shelter beneath an overhead bridge? 
Then, if you have, you can under- 
stand the rattle and bang, rush and 
roar that emanates from the refec- 
tory as soon as grace is said! 


“Quam Primum” . 

T’was ever thus, since the first 
day that the small boy sat down to 
table in Assumption, fearing he 
might not be heard on account of 
the accompanying din and each one 
determined to be heard. Just im- 
agine the effort of a reader to be 
understood above the maelstrom of 
noise, as was expected in the old 
days when urgency, which admitted 
of no delay, threw the hungry 
crowd into full gear “quam primum” 
which as we learned, meant as 
quickly as possible. 

In the olden days of the 80’s and 
90’s, silence, i.e. refraining from 
speech, at meals prevailed but the 
din of dishes maintained and the 
reading of some worthwhile book 
was the custom. Rhetoric and Phil- 
osophy students did the reading and 
considered it a privilege, a prepara- 
tion for later public reading in the 
pulpit. 

Simple Arrangement 

The arrangement of the refectory 
was simplicity itself. For the Su- 
perior and staff, a long table on an 
elevated platform overlooked the 
student body while dining. The pu- 
pils were seated at long tables ac- 
commodating 14 pupils each. An 
older student sat at each end and 
he presided over the care of six of 
his fellows during meals and carved 
the roast beef for his six wards. The 
tables were covered with red cloth. 
Each student had his own special 


,| seat and adhered to it strictly. 


The menu was simple. No one 
went away hungry. The quantity 
was ample. Some had the notion 
that round bread was better than 
the ordinary old fashioned loaf, and 
were always in quest of it is a 
delicacy. Somehow, crusts became 
fashionable and the run on crusts 
was marvellous. No time was lost 
in going into action after initial 
grace was said. It was a sort of

quick hitch and fast getaway. No 
time was lost in leaving refectory 
when closing grace was said. There 
was a game of ball in the offing. 
Hine exitus. 


Refectory Enlarged 


With the turn of the century, the 
refectory was enlarged. The long 
tables were replaced by the present 
convenient form—six to a table. 
Father V. Murphy introduced the 
uniforms for the waiters. Readin 
during meals was_ terminated. 
Whereas in the old days, we had 
“Deo Gratias” permission to speak 


only rarely; now it is the gence 


custom. 


Altogether, the refectory is not an 
unwelcome appendage to the College.

Two Former Students 
Of Assumption Dead 


PPeVERERD Charles F. Nagle, 
pastor of St. Peter’s Church, 
Goderich, Ontario for the past 12 
years, died in the rectory on March

Missionary 
Alumnus Writes 
From India Post 


Rev. N. J. Pollard, S.J., 
Tells His Experiences 


peOM far off Shahpur in the Sha- 
habad district of India comes the 
following letter from an Alumnus, 
Father N. J. Pollard, Jesuit Mis- 
sionary: 

Gets The Chatter 

“T have been receiving The Al- 
umni Chatter regularly, and it helps 
to remind me of all my old friends 
and acquaintances over there. So 
I have had it in my mind to drop 
you a letter for some time, but never 
got around to it till today. 

“For the past six years I have 
been in Charge of the mission sta~- 
tion at Arrah, There we had a boys’ 
boarding school and a large mission 
territory attached. I used to divide 
my time between looking after the 
boarding school and touring through- 
out the territory. Our mission work 
expanded very rapidly, but most of 
our converts came in the extreme 
western end of our territory, some 
twenty miles west of Arrah. It be- 
came increasingly difficult to look 
aiter these new Christians at such a 
distance, and as prospects for future 
expansion seemed good we decided 
to divide the territory and open a 
new mission station for them. <Ac- 
cordingly I bought a piece of’ land 
out here, and at the beginning of 
this year moved out here to develop 
this new mission station, 

“We have some 700 converts in 
this territory, nearly all from the

Fr. Ahern, Dr. Donovan 
And Frederick E. Pilliod 


EV. Lawrence J. Ahern, 49, as- 

sistant pastor of Ascension Par- 
ish, Cleveland, died on April 17 in 
that city following a stroke which 
he suffered the previous day. 

Father Ahern was born in Mount 
Vernon, Ohio; but in his boyhood 
the family moved to Akron where 
he received elementary and high 
school education in St. ary’s 
School. He enrolled at Assumption 
in third year high school in Sep- 
tember, 1914, and he continued to 
Belles Lettres, 1917. Later he stud- 
ied at St. Anthony’s College, San 
Antonio, Texas, St. Bernard’s Sem- 
inary, Rochester, N.Y. and St. 
Mary’s Seminary, Cleveland. He 
completed his theological studies at 
Mount St. Mary Seminary, Cincin- 
nati and was ordained on June 14, 
1924 in Cleveland.

Father Collins 
Taken by 


ATHER CHARLES COLLINS, 
C.S.B., oldest professed member 
of the Basilian Fathers and well- 
known member of the Assumption 
faculty died on June 2 in his 73rd 
year. Fr. Collins spent 33 years at 
the College, five as a student and 
the rest as a teacher. He came to 
Assumption from Maidstone in Sep- 
tember, 1888 and in the fall of 1893 
he entered St. Basil’s Novitiate in 
Toronto. On November 21, 1894 he 
made his first profession. He was 
ordained to the priesthood in St. 
Basil’s Church, Toronto on August 
15, 1899 by the late Bishop Denis 
O'Connor, C.S.B. After ordination 
Fr. Collins went to St. Basil’s Col- 
lege which was then opening in 
Waco, Texas. Subsequent appoint- 
ments included St. Thomas College, 
Houston, Texas and the parishes of 
St. Mary’s Owen Sound, Ont., St.

Doctor’s Orders 

For some months, Father Rogers, 
who occupied the president’s chair 
for seven years, had expressed a 
desire to retire and was urged to 
carry on until the next general re- 
union of the alumni. However, he 
told his associates at the May meet- 
ing that due to doctor’s orders, he 
must relinquish the office effective 
July 1. 

Dr. Coyle and Mr, Malarney, who 
with Father Rogers, were the oldest 
members of the executive in point 
of service, also had expressed a 
desire for some time to be replaced 
and insisted at the meeting that 
their resignations be accepted as of 

uly 1. 

Father Rogers, who occupied the 
president’s chair longer than any of 
his predecessors, has been the spark 
plug of the executive for years and 
Dr. Coyle and Mr. Malarney two of 
his most faithful associates. The 
esteem in which Father Rogers is 
held by his associates can be best 
summed up in the words of Very 
Rev. J. H. O’Loane, C.S.B., presi- 
dent of the college. When informed

have a mud chapel and room at- 
tached which serves as my head- 
quarters. This does well enough 
for a beginning, but it is much too 
small and during the monsoon rains 
it will be difficult to keep the old 
place from dissolving. And the mice 
have one glorious picnic digging 
holes through the walls and floor. 
The word seems to have gotten 
around among them that I have a 
little better fare than the rest of the 
villagers so they all concentrate 
their efforts here. During the night 
I hear them digging, scraping, 
scratching, and trying to upset some 
of the left-overs from supper. In the 
morning I fill up their holes with 
pieces of broken tile and brick, but 
that only seems to encourage them 
to work up an appetite on the fol- 
lowing night by digging new ones, 
Lately I have been setting some rat 
poison out for them at night, so now 
I hear the usual activity shortly be- 
fore I go to sleep, and then there 
follows deathlike stillness for the 
rest of the night. But as yet I don’t 
know which is going to be exhaust- 
ed first, the rat poison, or the sup- 
ply of mice. 
“But a well established central 
station is very important for the 
development of this area, and I have 
laid out some plans for it. I plan 
first to erect a brick bungalow with 
a wide verandah on it.

Then I would 
‘like to build a small convent and 
get some Sisters here. They could 
run a dispensary and carry on cate-

Before his death recently, 
Father Collins prepared a series 
of articles, of which this is the 
first. 

1908 was another step in the devel- 
opment of Assumption. On account 
of straitened circumstances, that is, 
without any endowment to draw on, 
or any extraordinary source of in- 
come, progress was necessarily 
slow. At the Alumni meeting in 
1906, the subject of a new chapel 
was broached. I remember Mon- 


signor J. Smith of Cleveland urging 


us to take the plunge. We 
Hence the new chapel. 
Rain Marred Ceremony 
Blonde Brothers were the con- 
tractors. The brick was made in 
Sandwich. In 1908, the cornerstone 
was laid by Most Reverend Francis 
P. McEvoy,. D.D., of London. It 
rained very heavily while the cor- 
nerstone was blessed and laid before 


a considerable gathering of the 


clergy of Detroit and London dio- 
ceses, together with a goodly num- 
ber of laity. 

The new chapel needs no archi- 
tectural description. Suffice it to 
say that its Gothic style is quite 


pleasing to the eye and in keeping 


with the rest of the College. The 
windows are the gift of many of the 
old students, Father Van Antwerp, 
of lovable memory, who also donat- 
ed the organ and had the chapel 
decorated, Frank McIntyre in mem- 
ory of Father Mungovan, Rhetoric 
class in memory of departed teach- 
ers, Father McRae in memory of 
his brother—all the windows repre- 
senting the Mysteries of the Rosary. 
The rose window over the organ, 
was the gift of Mr. Mohan of De- 
troit. It was secured through the 
influence of Ed Carey, one time 
sacristan of Holy Trinity in Detroit, 
to which parish Mr. Mohan be- 
longed. He had never been a stud- 
ent of Assumption. Other windows 
were donated by Fathers Cote, J.

PANDBALI has always been a 
part of campus routine of the 
College. There is no need of going 
into the historical development of 
the game coming down from the 
days of ancient Rome. Suffice it to 
say that it has been a tradition at 
Assumption since 1870. 

Our facilities for the sport were 
very meagre in the beginning. When 
I arrived here in ’88, the handball 
court occupied the space allotted to 
the Band Room. Despite the 
cramped conditions, many a stirring 
game was played when the Phil- 
osophers and the Rhetoricians dis- 
played skill and dexterity. The other 
half of the room was allotted to the 


-|small boys who were frequently in- 


terrupted by traffic from the library. 


In 1890, the College saw the wis- 
dom of erecting a court of sizable 
proportions. It was 90 x 30 feet. 
The court was divided into two 
parts 60 x 30 feet. The larger court 
was occupied by the older boys. 


It was a great day for the hand- 
ball devotees when it was opened 
for use. The night before the in- 
auguration of the new era of hand- 
ball, Father Ferguson arranged a 
concert at which James Cahalan, a 
senior, was the speaker, His theme 
was handball with reference to Mae- 
cenas and Seneca as indulging in the 
sport before developing a (Mil- 
waukee) goitre, which precluded 
further participation in the game. — 

Next day at noon time, the alley 
was declared open for games. The 
first participants were Jack O’Keefe, 
Denny Malone, Jim Cahalan and I | 
forget who was number four. It 
was a spirited contest with a gallery 
of onlookers cheering them on. 

It was in this building that our 
first basketball was played. Its be- 
ginning was inaugurated by the 
Blackwell brothers and had about 
as inauspicious a start as rugby 
football. It was the seed from which 
developed a splendid plant.

__ It was a novel adventure for me— 
if you don’t want to classify it-as 
an experience. After being accus- 
tomed to an’8 x 8 bedroom in a 
farm house, the dormitory No. 1 
quite alarmed me’ by its size. It 
seemed to be as big as a ten acre 
field. with a roof on it. The long 
rows of beds, with white- counter- 
panes and white pillows, looked un- 
usual to one who never saw a room 


with more than one bed in it. 

Then | was struck by the orderly 
procedure of getting ready to dis- 
appear in the folds of the red blan- 
kets. By what magic one prefect 
could control 35 or 40 boys, just 
bubbling over with energy, and ob-. 
tain silence while all. were filling the 
air with coats and shirts in prepar- 
ation for donning a long night shirt, 
(pyjamas were as yet unknown), 1 
could not yet discover. I learned 
later that it-was the continuance of 
a tradition and the application of.

NE WOULD NOT associate 
comedy with the infirmary. Ra- 

ther one would expect groans and 
aches in preference to grins and 
fakes, but human nature being what 
it is, especially in youth, the infir- 
mary has been amusing as well as 
amazing. 

Numerous Stories 

We have always had _ efficient 
nurses, but the most alert guardian 
of infirmity has been deceived by the 
wiles of the tricksters; hence the 
numerous tales of jollity and the 
chuckles of mirth! 

The original infirmary was located 
on the second floor just above the 
refectory. It consisted of two rooms, 
two beds to a room, four walls and 
a ceiling, .two. windows to see 
through, that was all. The lounging 
room was there also, but few loung- 
ers. The reason was quite simple. 
If one could survive the initiation 
ceremcny, a heavy dose of castor oil 
that tasted like nothing else in cre- 
ation and required an expert hand 
to devise, then he was really ill. 

First Recollection 

My first recollection of medical 
observation was at the hands of 
Senator Casgrain, an eminent phys- 
ician of the time, but rather gruff 
of speech. His approach was dis- 
concerting. I recall his diagnosis 
of poor Moke Eye. His name was 
really Nelson Nault (No) of the 
Sault. Here is the interview in brief:

AT. DUNNIGAN came to As- 
sumption College on September 
4, 1888. He was the second student 
I met upon my arrival. Like me he 
had the width and breadth of the 
wide open spaces on his mien. He 
came from Emmet, Michigan, which 
seemed to be and is yet a nursery 
of students for the priesthood. His 
was a lovable disposition, frank and 
sincere. He fitted into the College 
life with a characteristic ease that 
was so noticeable in all his after- 
years, whether in the priesthood or 
in the army. His life may be divided 
into three parts—college, parochial, 
and military, each of which bore the 
stamp of his personality. 


Intense Earnestness 


In College he played a very prom~- 
inent part both in the classroom and 
on the campus, to each of which he 
devoted himself intensely. What he 
lacked in native skill in athletics he 
made up by his intense earnestness 
and application. 

After three years he went to St. 
Jerome’s in Kitchener and then to 
the seminary at Baltimore. The 
ideal of the priesthood and his sin- 
cere desire for a vocation to the 
sanctuary gave him many days of 
anxious thought—no need to men- 
tion the heroic measures he took to 
decide his vocation; it suffices to 
say that his course in Baltimore 
found him ready for ordination in 


1898. 
Ideal Chaplain 


His early work in the priesthood 
was conducted in the state of Mich- 
igan and in the city of Detroit. Dur- 
ing all this time he had a flare for 
military life. When the United 
States entered the war in 1917 he 
was ready for duty. For some time 
he had been chaplain for the state 
troops and consequently was later 
prepared to step into active service. 
The boys of the army found him an 
ideal chaplain—one who was ready 
to endure their privations and hard- 
ships with a smile. 

His homely philosophy of life and 
ready wit made him a favorite with

After a few years of zealous work 
He was 
buried in Emmet with military hon- 
ors. His parishoners were grieved; 
his army companions felt his loss 
keenly. Along with his military 
honors he became a monsignor, and 
his memory is still treasured as one 
of the alumni of Assumption—R.I.P.

J. D. Drum Writes Of 
His Days at College 


i igas following interesting descrip- 
tion of one phase of life at As- 
sumption in the early 1880's is given 
by John D. Drum, prominent lawyer 
of Boston, Mass.: 

“In a recent number of The Chat- 
ter you published an article by the 
late Father Collins describing the 
refectory in the late Eighties and 
giving other interesting details con- 
cerning the feeding of the students. 

“It was especially interesting to 
me because it seemed to indicate 
that a plan which went into effect 
the last year of my stay at A.C., 
namely, in the spring of 1884, had 
been abandoned. 

“When I first entered Assumption 
in the fall of Eighty-two, the plan 
was about as described by Father 
Collins, namely, long tables at which 
the students were seated on benches 
with senior students at the end. 

“During my second year a new 
refectory was occupied. Nuns took 
over the management. The students 
sat at round tables and were waited 
on by young girls. Apparently this 
plan of operation was no longer in 
effect in Father Collins’ day. 

“Prior to the change the kitchen 
was manageed by a woman called 
Kate who was very kind to the 
younger students. She encouraged 
them to steal up to the back door 
during recreation periods to receive 
a goodie, usually bread smeared with 
brown sugar.”

Civilization’s 


Death Is Sure 


ODERN civilization is dying, 
Carol Jackson, editor of the 
magazine Integrity, told a Christian 
Culture Series audience in the Van- 
ity Theatre, Windsor, on Sunday 
night, Nov. 9 


She recalled that the civilization 
of ancient Greece and Rome had 
reached a certain point and then 
died and declared that the present 
age had reached the same point. 
Miss Jackson attributed this to the 
world turning its back upon God. 


Developing her theme, the speaker 
said that after the First World War, 
‘peace agreements had been signed 
and that the world for a time had 
peace. But no such agreements have 
been finalized since the close of 
World .War II, she pointed out. 
That is one sign of a dying civiliza- 
tion, 

The “growing exclusiveness’ from 
God in certain high places was cited 
by Miss Jackson as another sign. 
She referred to the Soviet as a nation 
mobilized against God and de- 
nounced the blatant materialism of 
other lands, which, she said, were 
contributing .to the death of the 
civilization that we know today.

Ts infirmary has been always 
under the care of efficient nurses. 
In the decades of the 80’s and the 
90’s, the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
London had charge with Mother 
Immaculate as Infirmarian. 

After the departure of the London 
Sisters, came another branch of the 
St. Joseph Sisters from Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, with Sister Bernadette as 
nurse. They remained for some 
years, 

Matron In Charge 

For a period of years up to 1906, 
a Matron had charge. 

About 1932, the Grey Nuns took 
charge and are still functioning ef- 
ficiently and well. 

As for the patient personnel, that 
varies according to season. In the 
autumn, the season of bumps, bruises 
and bones bent or broken, the popu- 
lation increases rapidly and the call 


for crutches, canes and cathartics 


keeps pace with the season. 
Winter has its own specific clien- 
tele. This is the season of tomblike 
coughs and sniffles and sneezes, 
with one foot in the grave (when 
the nurse was around) and the other 
out on the rink, and both itching to 
get the skates on again. 
Speedy Recoveries 
Spring, late spring, with exams 
coming near, sees an increase in the 
roll of patients, but when exams are 
over and a few holidays are at hand, 
it is amazing how rapidly boys can 


recover. In fact, it is akin to a 
miracle. 
Humour in the infirmary—you 


should have seen Red Clancy in the 
90’s with a supposedly sprained foot, 
practicing high kicking with his in- 
jured limb, or performing gymnas- 
tics on the ceiling rods that acted as 
braces for the roof. 

In 1918, the Infirmary was the 
centre of activity. At one time there 
were 84 cases of the flu. No chances 
were taken; and one with symptoms, 
went to bed. The Infirmary and the 
dormitories were utilized as well as 
private rooms. Three died in 1918 
and two in 1919. Nurses were at a 
premium. We could get only seven. 
The scholastics lent a willing hand. 
In 718, Father J. Purcell, Mr. J. Lo- 
dato and Mr, T, McGwan died; in 
119, Dan Walsh and Gerald Murphy 
passed away. Those were trying 
days for Assumption. With the 
Grace of God we survived the storm.

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Rev. M. J. Ryan 
Is Taken by Death 


Served As Assumption 
Treasurer Many Years 


REY: MICHAEL JOHN RYAN, 

C.S.B., 78, oldest member of the 
Basilian Fathers, died at St. Basil’s 
Novitiate, Richmond Hill, Ontario, 
on November 21. Death came sud- 
denly as Father Ryan had visited 
nearby Toronto the day before on 
business connected with his office 
as treasurer-general of the Basilian 
congregation, 


Twice Treasurer 
Father Ryan was treasurer of As- 
sumption for two periods, from 1911 
to 1917 and from 1931 to 1936, when 
he was chosen treasurer-general. 
He was born at Cobourg, Ontario, 
on Noy. 8, 1869, and was educated 


at schools there and later taught 
school before enrolling at St. Mich- 
ael’s College, Toronto, in January, 
1891. He entered St. Basil’s Nov- 
itate in 1896. A fellow novice of his 
was Rev. Wm. J. Roach, C.S.B. On 
August 20, 1897, he was professed. 
He was ordained in St. Basil’s 
Church, Toronto, on Aug. 24, 1900, 
by Archbishop Dennis O’Connor. 
Ordained with him was the late Rev. 
Joseph Kennedy, C.S.B. 


14 Years as Pastor 


Father Ryan taught at St. Mich- 
ael’s College for a year and then 
was appointed treasurer of St. Basil’s 
College, Waco, Texas, a post he held 
till he received a similar appoint- 
ment at Sandwich in 1911. In 1917 
he began 14 years as a pastor, four 
years at St. John the Baptist Church, 
Amherstburg and the remainder at 
St. Anne’s Church, Detroit. 

In his second period at Assump- 
tion Father Ryan’s experience played 
no small part in meeting the finan- 
cial difficulties of the depression 
years. 

The funeral took place at St. Bas- 
il’s Church, Toronto where the Most 
Rev. B. I. Webester, auxiliary bish- 
op of Toronto, sang the pontifical 
Mass of Requiem. The assisting 
clergy were Basilian confreres. The 
sermon was preached by Father 
Wm. J. Roach, C.S.B. R.I.P.
